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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claim 1 -5, 7-1 4, 1 6-23, 25-31 , 33-44, 46-49, 51 -56, 58 -64, 66-71 , 73-76, and 78- 
81 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -5, 7- 
14, 16-23, 25-31, 33-44, 46-49, 51-56, 58 -64, 66-71, 73-76, and 78-81 recite specific 
features in which the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obviousness. 
The closes prior art relevant to applicant's is Kail (US 7076257) which teaches a system 
providing the location of a mobile phone where different accuracy classes can be 
provided. 

3. With respect to Claims 1 , 1 0, 1 9, 41 , 42, 43, 44, 49, 54, 55, 56, 64, 71 , 76, 78, 
79, 80, and 81 , Kull teaches a node device (LCS server. Col. 4, Lines 20-34) including a 
positioning response generation function unit (processor for outputting location. Col. 4, 
Lines 35-41) which generates a response with the position information (LCS client 
makes request for location information. Col. 6, Lines 25-27) to said external client 
device based on request accuracy information and request accuracy request class 
information (user defines how accurate location information is where accuracies are 
also grouped into classes. Col. 7, Line 35-46). 

4. However, Kull fails to disclose or render obvious a request accuracy request 
class information that designates a class of treatment when the requested accuracy is

not available in which a first class of treatment specifies that an error is to be sent and a 
second class of treatment specifies that best available position information is to be sent. 
5. With respect to claims 2-5, 7-9, 11-14,1 6-1 8, 20-23, 25-31 , 33-40, 46-48, 51 -54, 
58- 63, 66-70, and 73-75 are allowed for being dependent on an allowed base claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
